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MEMOIR OF M, M. 

Iw the following brief narrative the 
readeris presented with authentic Histo- 
‘ys The name of the subject of this 
Memoir is concealed through motives of 
delicacy, but the Editor details facts, 
which, either from certain information, 
or personal observation, he Kuows to be 
true. 

M. M. was born in one of the middle 
Counties of Virginia, in the year 1755. 
She was descended of pious parents, 
who early embued her mind with rever- 
eace fer the Scriptures, and a knowledge 
of the doctrines taught in them. At 
that period the opportunities of hearing 
evangelical preaching were much rarer 
than at present. It was by the assiduity 
and care of parents chiefly that the ris- 
ing generation were made acquainted 
with the scheme of redemption through 
Jesus Christ. Occasionally, however, 
the parents of M. M. enjoyed the bene- 
fit of the ministerial labours of the Rev. 
Samuel Davies, a man whose name ig 
precious to many, and whose praise is in 
all the Churches. Under his wise coun- 
sels, and stimulated, no doubt, by his 
warm exhortations, they trained up their 


family in the way in which they should: 
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eo; and did not lose (ie reward of their 
ahaa M. M. by submission to their 
willia very trying _circumstanees, and 
i unweariedand aiectionate attentions, 
ac all times promptiy rend lered., made a 
return perfectly satisfactory tothem for 
‘heir eare aad kind: 
Just after the closeet the revolutionary 
“ar, M. M. was married to a young 
oflicer who had served very much to his 
own eredit daring the whole of that ar- 
dvous conflict. Having become a mo- 
ther, a new field of duties was opened to 
hers And here she was distinguished 
beyond any other person with whom the 
writer has ever been acquainted, It is 
in this relation that she is chiefly held up 
asa pattern for imitation—not that she 
was ‘deficient in the discharge of any 
duty, asa wife, amistress, ora friend’: 
but in the instance mentioned, her exam- 
ple own with peculiar lustre. Ha- 
ving Semnectec herself with a Society of 
C hristians, who think it a pr ivilege to 
apply the initiating ordinance of the 
Church to the seed of believers, as Soon 
as possible after the birth of a child, she 
presented it to Ged in the presence Of 
the Chureh, and seemed never from that 
hour to forset t the obligations brouglit on 
her by that solemn transaction. Few mo- 
thers were ever more active, industrious 
er economical, in making provision for 
the temporal support of their children : 
anc yet this di | not weigh a feather inthe 
scale, when compared with the mothe seerg 
ng SAieedie of those whom God had gi- 
vento her. Such views had she of a 
parent’s responsibility, and such the va- 
lae which she placed on the souls of her 
chil: iren, that the whole course of her 
conduct seemed to have reference to the 
eternal welfare of those who were com- 
mitted to her care. An instance of 
the attention which she paid to her 
engagements, which 1 have frequent- 
ly heard related, may illustrate the re- 
marks which have been made. When 
a dauglter of her’s had arrived at the age 
of about three years, she took her into 
her closet, and addressed her in fan- 
guage to this import—“ My child, when 
you were a little baby, I devated you to 
God in the ordinance of Baptism. [then 
gave you up to him. I intend to give you 
to hitn again, and you must give your- 
self to him. You must be a child of 
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God. Hesnsde you, and Keeps yeu a- 
live, and gives you every good thing to 
enjey. When you lie down at night he 
preserves you, ‘and when you rise up 
and go out. he keeps you from harm. He 
18 always doing you good. You wust 
learn to love an d serve him, and he will 
take care of you while you live,and make 
you hia »PPy when you die.” She then 
kneeled down,and, with all the ardour 
of true piety, and all the fervour of a 
mother’s love. commended the child to 
the Divine protection, and implored on 
her behalf. the blessing of Heaven. The 
impression made at this we as 1 have 
heard, was ni ever erased ; but is deeply 
felt even to this day, although the occur- 
rence took plaee five and tweaty years 
ago. Ne 
By the most indulgent and affection- 
ate treatment M. M. secured to herself 
an uncommoen decree of attachment from 
her children. ‘They saw that neglect of 
religion, or disregard of its institutions 
by them would give their mother insup- 
portable pain. Accordingly, although 
she took them ¢o church with her, at a 
very early age,a child of her’s was ne- 
ver, in a instance, known t ) be. 
gh indecorousiy during divine worship; 
treat the ministers of religion with 
ne: eglect. i 
She acquired, to a very uncommon ex- 
tent, an ascendency over the minds of 
both ler sons and dau iwhters: and at the 
e time accustomed them to treat her 
very creat freedom. and esteem her 
them confidential friend. They had 
no secrets to keep from their nother.— 
was their counsellor, syinpathised 
vith tiem in all their little troubles and 
Mee aap and mace herself neccessa- 
ry for their enjoyments. tis worthy of 
rem that although the e« onomy of the 
fami! y was c ontormed to the str ictest no- 
tions of religi ion, there was in it no- 
thing gloomy 0 tt may seom 
surprising to some, but vet it is strictly 
true, that a more cheerfal domestic cir- 
cle was never known, than that in whick 
M.M. presided; and yet there were no 
parties ol pleasure, there was no dan. 
cing, no card playing. In fact, there was 
no need of amusements. They were 
nev er thought of. ‘The parents and chile 
ren were so happy in themselves, and 
in the company of their select friends, 
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that every day seemed too siort for the 
enjoyment of the domestic h: ippiness 
which flowed bounteously in wpen them. 

it also deserves particular notice that 
in the family of M. M. old ave was al- 
ways treated with most marked respect. 
Never in any other place have I seen 
more completely exinbited this tren of 
former and better times. [now periect- 
ly recollect an incident which occurred 
wt least sixteen vi APS AZO, that may il- 
lustrate this part of iny sul Ny et. An old

who jostle and elbow, and treat with the 
Most marked disrespe ct pe rsons old C- 
nough to be their grand-fathers, especi- 
ally if they appear in low circumstances 
in hte. Now, this ts much to be lament- 
ed, and | uust take the liberty of step- 
ping a little out of my way, for the sake 
of giving a triendiy “admonition to my 
young reade ‘Lhey who are in the ha- 
bit of treating old ave with Sirespe ct, 
are very apt, to treat with slight and in- 
attention the lessons of ex perience. All 
that long and careful observation has 
t easured. up of practic ai wisdom, is re- 
garded as the mere drivelling of dotage, 
and is treated with contempt: the cau- 
tion of age is called timidity s and the 
restraints which those advanced im life, 
would lay on the young, are charged io 
the maroseness incident to that period.
